"J^EEPING THE BRITISH IN PLACE" 
sad “the helpag hud that Canada extend, 
to Britain in Umm diyi of anxiety in the Old Country 
" studded with barbed wire," are sample quotations 
from the eastern Canadian press reflecting the tone of 
the recaption accorded Premier Bennett’s latest mart 
in placing die unfriendly anti-dumping duties on im- 
ports of British goods into Canada. 

The extent to which the burden on the importer 
of British goods has been raised by the recut orders- 
in-cound), since Britain suspended the gold standard, 
is illustrated by considering the Cuadiu tariff 
charges on a shipment from London to Victoria of 
an order of £100 worth of fixtures, on which there is 
a regular duty of twenty per cent, less two per cut 
under the British preference.

The increased cost in these two instances works 
out at $67.93 and $57.37 respectively. This aver¬ 
ages an increase of around fifteu par cut, which 
effectively wipes out the statutory advantages of tha 
British preference.

To tha delight 
of powerful sections of hit party, ha hat manhandled 
tha British preference to that there it nothing that can 
be recognized of it left. 

A “BLUE CHIP" IHVEBTMENT 

A nnouncement of the list of 

2,158 hospitals in Canada ud the United 
States, which the Antricts Collage of Surgeons at 
its recut clinical congress in New York designated 
as approved, should serve to remind us that theta in¬ 
stitutions are one of this continut’s greatest assets. Al¬ 
though it is true that tha actual in vestment in hospitals 
it over $4,000,000,000, its value lies not simply 
m land, buildmgt and equipment. The fact is that 
every approved hospital pays actual cash dividuds 
to its community. 

It it a recognized fact that since hospital standard¬ 
ization was put into effect in 1918 with the first 
annual survey of such institutions by the American 
College of Surgeons, the average death rata m ap¬ 
proved hospitals hat dropped more than fifty per cut. 
ud mortalities from surgical operations are only 
about one-fourth what they ware at that time. Tha 
average time that patiuts must stay in hospitals hat 
also ban reduced by half. Where fifteu yurt ago 
a patient being treated for appndicitis had to spend 
twenty-five to thirty days in the hospital, now ha 
spuds, on the average, only tu days for exactly the 
tame type of case. All this has meant thouauds of 
live* saved that would otherwise have bcu lost, the 
earning power of many families increased, countless 
hours of productive time restored to industry. 

Consider simply the return on lives saved that 
would otherwise be lost through inefficient surgery, 
careless nursing, and poor management. An ap¬ 
proved hospital of 200 beds, for instance, will 
annually care for about 5.000 patiuts. whose total 
mamtenuce cost will average $300,000. If tbit hoa- 
P'tal saves from this numtrer only tu per cut who 
would have died but for the better care fiven, it 
would mean a saving of 500 lives. Actuaries esti- 
mate tha value of a human life nt $5,000. At thin 
rata tha net return to the enmmunity from one ap. 
proved hospital alone on but one item would ha 
$2,500,000. And this capitalizes only a single phase 
of hospital service. We have not yet evaluated tha 
saving , to industry, tha reduction in number of public 
dependents, the increase m family incomes, not to 
mention that which is above price—tha suffering al- 
MTriated. Where is the industry that can natch these 
dividuds. 

TRADE WITH Vtna«T. 

•there IS PROSPECT OF FURTHER 

1 increased trade relations betwaen Cuada and 
Brazil. Under tha existing arrangements business be- 
tweu the two countries hat increased in recent yurt, 
the rise of Canadian exports being larger than that 
of imports from Brazil. 

Trade has been carried on intermittently between 
Canada and Brazil ever since Confederation. Tha 
earliest uLry in Cuadiu trade returns thews exports 
of Canadiu products to Brazil to the value' of 
$42,141 in 1868. Tha next entry grves Canadiu 
isnporta from Brazil of $8,504 in 1870. In tha ’80’* 
trade was established on a regular basis, Cuadiu 
imports from Brazil being more thu double Cuadiu 
exports to that country. In 1882 imports were valued 
at $1,328,316 ud exports at $492,785. 

Ait tastes during tha next two decades. Cuadiu 
exports ex ceed ed imports from Brazil, but at tha time 
tow Wain out. Cana d ian imports from Brazil ware 


coniidarebly greater thu export* of Canadiu 
products. After the war. however, the Cuadiu 
export trade increased rapidly, and tinea 1919 ex¬ 
ports have consistently exceeded imports. In 1930. 
export* of Cuadiu products to Brazil were valued 
at $4,292,293 agamst imports of $1,687,707. In 
tha fiscal year 1931. however, there was a sharp 
decline in exports to $2,799,567, while imports fell 
off slightly to $1,349,124. 

0 AH ADA *8 LARGEST CITY 

M ONTREAL HOLDS TO ITS HABIT OF 

adding to its population at tha rata of about 
20.000 persons a year. The recently completed 
Dominion census figures give the city this year a pop¬ 
ulation of 810,925, which represents an increase of 
192.419 over tha total returned in tha 1921 cuius. 

Since the beginning of tha century, Montreal’s 
growth has averaged 200,000, or better, in each 
decennial period. In 1901 the census showed a pop¬ 
ulation of 289,151. In 1911 it stood at 530,691, 
u increase of 241,740. In 1921 it was 618.506, 
u increase of 187,713. The central wards have 
long since reached a density of settlement, but modern 
transportation facilities have made accessible u ever- 
widening suburban area. It it in this outlying area 
that the gain, year by year in an increasing proportion, 
muifests itself. 

From the time of its founding in 1642 by Maison- 
neuve as a mission outpost, it took the Canadian 
metropolis 250 years to reach the 200,000 mark. 
Since thu, by that momentum which all the world’s 
chief cutres seem to develop after they attain a certain 
size, Montreal has been carried forward at a constant 
rate of progression, its very aizt apparently attracting 
further growth. 

A STRANGE ARGUMENT 

r IS BEING SUGGESTED THAT IF PRE- 
rruer Laval cu obtain from President Hobver 
u assurance that the United States will pare down 
its bill against the debtor nations, say, by fifty per 
cut. he will recommend that all the countries thus re¬ 
lieved reduce their war budgets by twenty-live per 
cut. 

In the last fiscal year the nations of the world 
spent approximately $4,200,000,000 on arms, the 
United States heading the list with $707,500,000. 
Russia second with $579,000,000. France third with 
$467,000,000. Britain fourth with $465,000,000, 
Italy fifth with $249,000,000. and Japan sixth with 
$237,000,000. All these nations, of course,' are 
spudmg very considerably more on armaments now 
thu they were before the Greet War. despite the 
feet that the peoples of the world were assured that 
that conflict was a war to end war. 

At this juncture, with a League of Nations, with 
the Kellogg peace pact, ud various other agreements 
between nations which rule out fighting as a muns 
of settling disputes, a suggestion that the world spend 
$3,000,000,000 instead of $4,000,000,000 a year 
m preparation for war—or tt least as much as went 
for arms before the war—is hardly the sort of pro¬ 
posal one would expect to be made. 

If the members of the Letgue of Nations ud 
the signatories of the undertaking which renounces 
war as u instrument of national policy are sincere 
in their professions, what reasons exist for a state of 
naval ud military preparedness that is more costly 
thu it was in 19I4> The attitude of some nations 
will have to change materially if next year’s disarma¬ 
ment conference it to produce effective relief to a war- 
weary ud tax-weary world. 

Ottawa is now going in for pristine efficiucy ud 
economy in its civic administration. To further this 
move, a plebiscite on halving the size of the city coun¬ 
cil is proposed for the unual December elections. 
That it would work out at least in the interests of 
economy cannot be doubted when we learn the present 
size of the Ottewa city council. It consists of n 
mayor, board of control and twenty-two aldermen. 
Out here that sounds almost large enough to consti¬ 
tute a cabinet ud a whole provincial Legislature.

T HE PREBENT Lord Chancellor of 
England. 1 read, has declared: “It 
is not admissible to do a great right 
by doing a little wrong. It Is not 
sufflelent to do Justice by obtaining 
a proper result by irregular or im¬ 
proper means." This Iran interesting 
theory to c ontem plate, not because 
our civilisation exists according to It. 
but because It prevails nowhere ex¬ 
cept in the minds of Lord Chxnoellors. 
It Is Interesting, snd perhaps a little 
encouraging, I mean, that even In 
these times such ideals are still up¬ 
held by the courts. But It does not 
mean much in the practical affairs of 
life where the courts seldom enter. In 
the two more praetleel spheres of 
activity. In politics and in business, 
quite a contrary theory prevails. It 
1# not too much to say that poUttaa 
and business, the real and final rulers 
of tha earth, the makers of laws which 
the courts only enforce—in politics snd 
business precisely the opposite theory 
holds good. It la not only permissible 
to do a small wrong to de a great 
right; it Is tbe general practice. 

* • • * * 

TN POLITICS, in democratic countries 
J- at least, such a theory la quite In¬ 
evitable, Indeed, for the wishes of the 
majority must be served at whatever 
expense or wrong to the minority. 
And very often the majority not only 
wrongs the minority but by a curious 
natural Justice, also Injures itself. Tbe 
principle of the end Justifying the 
means is really the backbone, the creed 
of practical politics. No man, how¬ 
ever sincere, ever served In a govern¬ 
ment without having to condone small 
wrongs of all sorts, the injury of Indi¬ 
viduals. the waste of money and the 
Incompetence of his colleagues because 
he believed that these smaller wrongs 
were Justified by the great purpose of 
keeping hie party In offiee and keeping 
the other rascals out. If politicians 
did not see so clearly the larger neces¬ 
sity of keeping their own government 
afloat, regardless of minor Inconveni¬ 
ences to thslr consciences snd to the 
public welfare, party government 
would collapse in chaos overnight snd 
practical politics would dissolve in

To the Bdltor:—In taking a walk 
through the beautiful city of Vic¬ 
toria yesterday, ln passing through 
Burdett Street I saw what would be 
considered a rare sight this aide of 
England ln the shape of two fine old 
oaks, one standing outside the curb 
projecting well Into the road, the other 
standing directly In the centre of the 
sidewalk, so much so that ln putting 
down tha concrete walk It was neces¬ 
sary to make a half circle ln order to 
pass the tree. I should like very much 
to have the pleasure of meeting the 
man who was lnstrixreentsl ln saving 
these two fine specimens of God's 
handiwork, for "only Ood can make a 
tree." 

I was so Impressed with the Intelli¬ 
gence. foresight and appreciation 
shown of the value and beauty of one 
of Nature's most wonderful and neces¬ 
sary gifts that I have ordered photo¬ 
graphs made of these living monu¬ 
ments to common sense for the sake of 
Impressing upon all highway depart¬ 
ments throughout Canada how road¬ 
side trees esn and should be saved. 

I would like to add in connection 
with these two trees that some public 
benefactor took such pains to save, that 
there are a few small dead branches 
that should be very carefully trimmed 
and the stub end* painted and thereby 
add to the life and beauty of these 
trees and if tbe proper authority will 
have thu done at once and send the 
bill to me to New Dirks Building, Mon¬ 
treal. I shall be only too happy to be 
allowed to pay the cost of the work. 

In noting the care that had been

Vancouver. Oct. 14.—Canadian 
Rugby Union rules commission haa 
met and pondered upon the for¬ 
ward p«s«. New rules have been 
drawn up. new Interpretations 
adopted and an eight-page pam¬ 
phlet Issued. Referees, couches and 
players may piece together the 
wreckage of the rules as best they 
may. The rules commission does 
not Mwt ■gmrtnrramrf. 

There are several changes In the for¬ 
ward pass rule that are going to causa 
anguish among western coaches, who 
have patiently built up an offensive. 
Some of them will have to start over 
again on their forward pass play. 

The feature Is that there may be no 
deception on a forward pass play. A 
new rule has been Inserted which 
states that: "On any scrimmage from! 
which a forward pass la thrown, no 
player of the attacking side shall, be¬ 
fore the ball Is snapped, move (mutch 
a way as to cause confusion as to whe¬ 
ther or not such player Is eligible to 
receive the pass ' 

PLAYER CANNOT HHII'T 
Which means that linemen in par¬ 
ticular will have to be very careful as 
to bow and where they shift. The 
eligible men must, apparently, stay 
put till the ball Is snapped. There is 
no biding them for a time.
